At the Imperial conference last fall, 


Premier Bennett offered to raise the tariff 
against foreign goods entering Canada 
without raising the preferential rates on 
goods coming from Britain; on condition 
that Britain would establish a preference 
on Canadian goods entering the markets 
of the old lands. 

Premier MacDonald replied: ‘We can- 
not do it.” Lloyd George seconded the 
motion. Mr. Baldwin said he would have 
nothing to do with a scheme that involved 
placing tariff taxes on food stuffs enter- 
ing Britain. 

On Monday last Mr, Bennett announced 
tariff increases on two hundred commo- 
dities when these are imported from for- 
eign countries, but left the British prefer- 
ential rates on most of these commodities 
‘just where they stood. Britain thus gets 
a substantial measure of the preference 
that was offered without establishing the 
preference that was demanded in return,

THE STAMP REPORT 

The Stamp commission finds that 
fulures trading in grain is a benefit and 
not an injury to the growers, though in 
t long run the actual supply of grain 
and the actual demand for grain are the 
factors which strike the price level. 


In general terms the conclusion seems 
to be that, in the grain market as in other 
markets, the speculator tends to bid the 
price up rather than to bid it down. Some 
millions of ex-speculators in this country 
and in the United States can bear sad but 
convincing testimony to the truth of that 
conclusion. If they had not bid prices up 
so high they might still be speculators and 
have something to speculate with, The 
“primary producer’, whether of com- 
modities or stocks, was the party who got 
the benefit from their activities, 

The commission suggests that futures 
trading in grain be put under Government 
supervision. This not because the trading 
or the traders particularly need regulat- 
ing, but to allay the suspicion of the grain 
grower that the traders are in some way 
making money at his expense because 
they carry on their business in a way he 
does not understand. Reassurance to the 
grower, rather than interference »with 
futures trading, is what is considered to 
be required, The report of the commis- 
sion should go some way to give that 
reassurance, 


OUTTING PRODUCTION COST 


Western farmers last week finished 
the job of putting in the wheat crop. Fig- 
ures previously published indicate that 
the acreage is smaller than last year, But 
the reduction is not large enough to show 
that this is anything more than the nor- 
mal result of a depressed market, as this 
reacts upon individual circumstances, 

If the west does not this year produce 
a crop of about the usual proportions that 
will be due to causes beyond the farmer's 
control. He has neither given up in de- 
spair, nor adopted a general policy of cut- 


ting down production in hope of raising 
prices. Nor, apparently, have many fields 
heen left unsown because seed could not 
be obtained 
While prices are down, one favoring 
nsideration is that the crop has been

put in at minimum expense. Horses or

ORANGES 


Of all the harassed merchants in the 
land who are spending strenuous days 
trying to figure out the bearing of the new 
duties upon prices, none perhaps are fai 
ther from unanimity than the fruit dealers 
in their attempts to guess what oranges 
will hereafter cost the consumer. This 
fruit coming from foreign countries is now 
subject to a duty of 35 cents per cubic 
foot of containers and contents. From 
countries within the Mmpire it may be im- 
ported free, as in the past 

A. Victoria wholesaler offers the opin- 
ion that there will be no advance in the re- 
tail price; the only difference being that 
we will do our importing from Jamaica or 
other parts of the Empire instead of from 
California or Florida, But a member of 
one of the largest firms doing business in 
Alberta estimates an increase in price 
amounting to 15 or 20 per cent, because of 
the distance Empire grown oranges have 
to be brought. 

The consumer of course will have to 
wait and see. Meantime one thing is clear 
cnough, If the price goes up substantially 
he will cease to be a consumer, in most 
cases, The prices are already such that 
only people whose finances are not too 
badly involved can eat this southern deli- 
cacy. Any considerable increase would 
simply put the orange in the class of the 
occasional luxury, as far as the majority 
of Canadians are concerned. As a daily 
article of diet it would vanish from the 
family menu. 

But to a large and increasing number 
of people oranges have ceased to be class- 
ed as a luxury only. They are eaten for 
reasons of health, and regarded as necess- 
ary to health. Unless a supply is lable 
somewhere within the Empire which will 
make it possible to retail this fruit at 
about the present price, the new duty will 
operate merealy as a tax, producing reve- 
nue at the cost ef the public health.

Will Also Protest Convic-

the five charges of forgery and one 
charge of retaining possession of fire- 
arms to which he pleaded guilty in 
the criminal court on Thursday and 
against the conviction and sentence

Poffenroth was sentenced by Mr 
Justice J, R, Boyle to serve two years 
at Prince Albert on the retention of

In passing sentence, His Lordship 
said, “In my capacity as both judge 
and jury I am unable to state how 
any fair-minded jury could acquit him 
on the charge, but would be forced to 
find him guilty and that will be the 
verdict of this court.” 

UNUSUAL RECORD 

After questioning accused as to his 
life, in which it was disclosed Poffen- 
roth was born in Calgary, was 26 
years old, left school after grade III 
and left home at 19, His Lordship 
said: “This is a most unusual criminal 
record for a young man of 26 in this 
country, We usually find holders of 
such records are older men and were 
not born either in Alberta or Canada, 
but come here from foreign countries 
This, if I may say so, is a home-grown 
product. He seems to have spent most 
of his time either in penitentiary or 
& common jai! since 1923, He was 
sent to jail at 18, by his own reckon- 
ing 

“He seems to have had no desire to 
earn an honest living, but has turned 
from jail to crime and come from jail 
with what seems to be the intention 
to start back on a career of crime, 
LONG TERM NEEDED 

“If imprisonment could reform him 
it would have effected this reform 
long ago, In view of that fact and 
the serious nature of the crime most 
recently committed, when he under- 
took to shoot a police officer, I would 
be unfair to the people of this country 
and would be shirking my duty to this 
court if I imposed a short term, 1 
hope it is not so but he appears deter- 
mined to follow a career of crime, 
scorning the law, courts, police and 
society. If the law permitted I would 
also impose the lash,”
